being, seems on

Of 23 who answered an inquiry 
as to their opinion on the prospect 
of business recovery, all but three 
predicted improvement by th e end 
of the year, some with reserva­ 
tions. 
Such near unanim ity was re­ 
garded in economic circles as un­ 
usual, if not unprecedented. 
It 
was thought particularly signifi­ 
cant, in th a t opinions were sought 
from a broad cross section of men 
holding varied and conflicting eco­ 
nomic philosophies, from the ex­ 
trem e right to the far left, and 
3cattered 
geographically 
across 
the continent. 
Opinions Qualified 
But several 
of 
the optim ists 
carefully qualified their opinions 
as to the nearness of arrival, de­ 
gree of rise, and length of the re­ 
covery movement. 
If the m ajority are correct, it 
will not be a “ boom.” 
Only one 
used the term “ boom.”

to 779 on the basis of scattered 
reports from 4 2 of the 269 pre­ 
cincts in the district.

The women, 
Misses Irene and

main traveled highway here Tues­ 
day and turned south for an ex­ 
ploration of 
the 
perpetual 
Ice 
caves, in the lava 
country 
30 
miles away. 
They 
parked their automobile 
near the caves— where 
it 
was 
found yesterday— and set out on 
foot over 
the 
razor-sharp 
lava 
flow. They never found the cave, 
but became lost almost Immedi­ 
ately among the rugged rock hum ­ 
mocks. 
For four days they wandered. A 
few 
sandwiches were their only 
food, and they were consumed the 
first day. Rain which fell every 
night saved their lives, 
“ The rock was so porous that 
it wouldn't hold the w ater,” said 
Irene Piedalue. 
“ but we lay all 
stretched out, with 
our 
mouths 


The women were found shortly 
before noon today, about 
three 
miles southwest of 
where 
their 
car was parked. 
Searchers won­ 
dered that they had penetrated so 
far into the all but 
inaccessible 
region. 
One day, they said, Miss Laura 
Piedalue became separated 
from 
the other two. 
She 
wandered 
alone nearly 24 hours before, m ir­ 
aculously, the little party 
came 
together again. 
The Misses Piedalue are natives 
of 
Montana. 
Irene, 45, now is 
home 
dem onstration 
agent 
for 
Clark county, Kentucky, and her 
sister, 47, is a New York welfare 
worker. 
Miss De Laforrest is a 
music instructor at the University 
of Kentucky and came there two 
years ago from Prance. 
They wanted to show me the 
west,” 
said 
Miss 
DelAiforrest. 
“ Well, I ’ve seen all of it now th at 
I want to see.” 
A 
physician and nurses were 
summoned from Grants 
to 
give 
the women emergency 
treatm ent 
and 
nourishment. 
They 
rallied 
quickly and were taken to Albu­ 
querque by the governor, who per­ 
sonally had directed the search. 
Dressed In light summer cloth­ 
ing, and w ithout coats, the three 
had suffered from the severe cold 
of the nights at the high altitude, 
neav the Continental Divide.

Scraps of paper, evidences of 
recent fires and the broken heel 
of a woman's shoe led searchers 
to the three.

cut relief budgets, 
to 
announce 
that arrangem ents had been com­ 
pleted with the Works 
Progress 
Adm inistration which w ill permit 
completion of a 31 2,000,000 state 
hospital building program within 
18 months, and to allay the fears 
of jittery state workers over 
the 
outcome of 
state 
civil 
service 
tests. 
Hospital Bids Asked 
Speaking on the hospitalization 
program, the governor 
said 
an 
agreem ent had been effected with 
the Federal government “through 
which the state 
will 
meet 
its 
share of the PWA projects costs, 
but at the same time will enable 
us to protect our cash position.” 
The 1937 legislature, 
author­ 
ized a 36,000,000 hospital 
con­ 
struction program which, 
under 
the present agreement, 
will 
be­ 
come the sta te ’s contribution tow­ 
ard the enlarged program, half of 
which will be financed by 
PWA 
grants. 
Predicting that the work would 
be completed within 18 mouths, 
the governor revealed that 
bids 
on the 
projects 
already 
have 
been asked for 
and 
commented 
“ by the end of the 
period 
the 
state will have, for the first time 
in its history, adequate 
hospital 
facilities.” 
' HHP lo JI e«i fteasaured 
R e f e S l T r to relief 
problems, 
the governor warned 
that 
any 
additional cuts in relief expendi­ 
tures would place those on relief 
“on a starvation basis.” 
“Counties 
and 
municipalities 
must be prevented from 
cutting 
relief budgets,” he asserted. 
“No 
cuts should be anade 
until 
all 
possibilities of raising funds have 
been exhausted.’’ 
He expressed the opinion 
that 
national economic recovery would 
be well under way by next 
full 
when, he said, the federal spend­ 
ing program “ will 
have 
taken 
hold.” 
The governor comforted some 
uneasy state job holders who have 
been worrying over the outcome 
of state civil service tests 
with 
the assurance that “all qualified 
workers who are doing satisfac­ 
tory work have nothing to fear.” 
He pointed out th a t civil serv­ 
ice would give qualified employ­ 
es perm anent tenure of office and 
would erase 
fear 
of 
dismissal 
through change of administration. 
Not Good Politically 
“ Within a few weeks the civil 
service compensation 
plan 
will 
be in operation and all state em­ 
ployes will then be paid equally 
on a basis of the duties and re- 
sponsibilles of their 
jobs,” 
the 
governor said. “This will be 
of 
tremendous advantage to the em­ 
ployes. for under the present un­ 
systematic procedure 
many 
are 
grossly underpaid for the 
work 
they are doing 
jand 
many 
are 
grossly overpaid. 
“Another great benefit to 
the 
employes will 
be 
their 
freedom from the demands 
for 
political contributions 
and 
for 
political service. They will appre­ 
ciate also th e great advantages of 
orderly procedure for the 
hand­ 
ling 
of 
vacation, 
sick 
leaves, 
transfers, promotions aud 
other

Hundreds Are Hornless; 
Record Rains Ruin Crops

Damage and discomfort spread 
last night along the Atlantic sea­ 
board from 
Maine

has fallen intermittently through

WAR PROSPECT 
IS LESS ACUTE 


S ov ie ts Say Japanese 
Have 'Mouths Full’ 
Of China 


Moscow, July 23. (ZP) — Soviet 
Russia 
through 
her newspapers 
pictured 
Japan 
today as so en­ 
tangled in trying to conquer China 
that her “ diplomatic forces had to 
be called in to rescue the militar­ 
ists” from trying to touch off a 
conflict with Russia. 
Despite 
another Siberian-Man- 
choukuoan frontier incident, 
In 
which Japanese - Mancboukuoan 
soldiers were reported 
to 
have 
failed in an attem pt to occupy an 
island in the Ussuri river. Soviet 
circles viewed the possibility 
of 
Russo-Japanese war as a dimin­ 
ishing t,^eat. 
Dispatches 
from 
the Siberian 
city, KhabSurovsk, said the second 
Incident 
this 
month 
occurred 
north of Changkufeng where Jap­ 
an bad accused Red soldiers of oc­ 
cupying a bit of 
Manchoukuoan 
territory on July l l . 
The dispatches said two launch­ 
es landed a detachment of Japun- 
ese-Manchoukuoan troops on the 
Soviet island of Falngov two days 
ago only to be driven off shortly 
afterward. 
The clash came the day follow­ 
ing a Japanese protest against oc­ 
cupation of the Changfukeng dis­ 
trict— a protest rejected by For­ 
eign Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff 
with the statement that the area 
lies within Siberia. 
The government newspaper Is- 
vestia charged Japanese 
m ilitar­ 
ists with manufacturing both in­ 
cidents but echoed the 
general 
Russian belief that the possibility 
of war had declined. 
“The Japanese militarists have 
their mouths full of China,” 
Iz- 
vostia said. 


Between 400 and 
500 
persons 
were homeless 
in 
the 
lowland

The San Saba river, 
normally 
two or three feet deep, rose to 44 
feet, two feet above its previous 
record.

killing its pilot and two passen­ 
gers. 
Another person was killed and 
five persons injured in the crash 
of a bus which skidded down a 
hill in the rain and hit a concrete 
abutment at Hackettstown, N. J. 
In the east the rain, 
varying 
from 
dismal showers to blinding 
downpours, 
disrupted 
highway 
traffic, caused some minor delays 
to railroad traffic, flooded cellars 
and streets, 
swept away num er­ 
ous small bridges and put an ef­ 
fective damper 
on 
vacationists’ 
outdoor sports and amusements. 
Weather In the middle and far 
west was normal, however. Chica­ 
go’s baseball fans gleefully watch­ 
ed the New York Giants and the 
Cubs play a double header under 
a blazing sun, the horses ran at 
Arlington, 
golfers thronged the 
private and public courses, yachts­ 
men smiled at the blue skies and 
picnickers had nothing but ants 
and the usual picnic woes to wor­ 
ry about, but no rain.

sula city to entertain the Michigan Rural 
Letter Carriers association and the Ladies' 
Auxiliary at their annual state convention. 
This community extends a hearty wel­ 
come to the convention visitors and hopes 
they enjoy their first official visit to the 
Upper Peninsula. 
The mail carriers are 
accustomed to friendly greetings in their 
daily work, however, for their arrival is 
always anxiously awaited on 
the 
rural 
routes, whether it be for love letters, mail 
order catalogs, newspapers or parcel post. 
Out in the country, the postman is some­ 
what of an institution, and much-revered. 
Incidentally, all mail previous to 1868 
had to be called for at the postoffice. 
In 
that year, free delivery to street addresses 
in all cities, having a population of 50,000 
or more was undertaken. 
By degrees, free 
delivery has been extended, 
until 
now 
about half the population of the country 
is thus served. 
Rural free delivery was first tried 
in 
the country districts in 1896 
and 
this 
branch of the service, known as rural de 
livery, has now grown to large 
propor­ 
tions. 
There are nearly 45,000 rural de 
livery routes, serving 
about 
6,500,000 
families. 
It is one of the functions of gov­ 
ernment that provides a 
valuable 
and 
much-appreciated service to the people.

HORTAGE of rural school teachers has 
prompted the state department of pub­ 
lic instruction to offer 262 two-year tui­ 
tion-free scholarships to college students 
who intend to teach in the country schools. 
A scarcity of teaching material for the 
country schools has been 
apparent 
for 
some time, and has been the cause of much 
concern in the state department. 
The situation is particularly acute in 
the rural school districts of the northern 
part of the state, who long 
have 
been 
bothered by problems of school financing. 
Logging off of the timber and acquisition 
af much assessable land under public own­ 
ership for national forests has reduced the 
property tax income of the 
school 
dis­ 
tricts. 
Some school districts are paying as low' 
as $60 to $75 per month for 
an 
eight- 
month school year. 
It. is not difficult to 
see why young men and women will shun 
the hum-drum life in the country for a 
position in the city, which in 
most 
in­ 
stances pays more. 
With so many New’ 
Deal agencies established 4o furnish

ployment at attractive salaries, there are

THK WORLD WHEAT PROBLEM 
(St. liouis Post-Dispatch) 
The placing of the 1939 wheat allotment 
at 55,000,000 acres, a reduction 3 2 
per 
cent below the 193S acreage, is not cal­ 
culated to lalay unrest on the farm front. 
Secretary Wallace states frankly that un- 
les sthere is a high percentage of volun­ 
tary compliance with the allotments, an 
effort will be made to invoke compulsory 
market restrictions, such as already have 
been applied to cotton and tobacco. 
This year’s wheat crop is the 
second 
largest in the country’s history. 
The yield 
of 967,412,000 
bushels 
is 
200,000,000 
bushels in excess of a normal year’s do­ 
mestic and export requirements and brings 
the total surplus to 400,000,000 bushels. 
The drastic reduction planned for next 
year is designed to bring an immediate 
stimulus to prices. 
The department of 
agriculture has offered to make loans to 
wheat farmers on this year’s crop at a net 
figure somewhat in excess of current m ar­ 
ket prices.

Washington. D. C.— Of the twenty-one 
American republics, Uruguay is the small­ 
est. 
Nearly 700,000 of its more than 2,- 
000,000 population live in the capital — 
Montevideo. 
Steamship connections 
are 
world-wide; June is the coldest month and 
January, with an average of 74 degrees, Is 
the wannest. 
The republic is connected 
with all the world by telephone, telegraph, 
radiotelephone, and rabies. 
Air service 
three times each week connects Uruguay 
with the rest, of the American continents, 
also Europe. 
It is unique and distinctive 
in other ways. 
Uruguay is about the size of North Da­ 
kota, having an area of 
72,153 
square 
miles, bul larger than England, and larg­ 
er than Denmark. Belgium, Holland, and 
Switzerland combined. 
The Republic is situated on the south­ 
eastern coast of the South American con­ 
tinent, lying between the estuary of the 
Plata. River and the southernmost portion 
of Brazil. 
On the east it is skirted by the 
Atlantic and on the west hounded by the 
Uruguay River .the Cuareium and 
Ya- 
guaron Rivers, Lake Merin, and a demar­ 
cation through the Santa Ana hills. 
The 
territory wras discovered in 1516 by Don 
Juan Diaz de Solis, who was commissioned 
by the Spanish crown to explore the South 
American coast. 
Its history of nearly 500 
years is filled with adventure and romance. 
Like many other South American repub­ 
lics, the territory which 
now 
composes 
Uruguay was claimed by more than one 
nation. 
The Portuguese in Brazil and the 
Spanish 
in 
the region of the La Plata 
claimed the legion from the very begin­ 
ning. 
Portugal’s claims were based on 
the Treaty of Tordesillas of 1494. 
This 
treaty granted to Portugal all the lands 
east of a vertical line drawn 3 70 leagues 
west of the Cape Verde Islands, and 
to 
Spain all the territory west of the desig­ 
nated line. 
The governor of Buenos Aires, 
after overcoming Portuguese settlements, 
authorized a city at Montevideo in 1726. 
The Spanish king in 1749 created a gov­ 
ernorship there, and in 17 76 the country 
was declared by the Spanish as incorpo­ 
rated into the Vice Royalty of La Plata. 
On October I, 1777, a treaty was drawn 
between the Spanish and Portuguese mon­ 
archs which formally ceded the territory 
to Spain. 
This did not end the struggle, 
however, for the Portuguese and Spanish 
in America continued their struggles 
for 
control of the region. The dispute was not 
settled until after Latin American States 
had achieved their independence. 
— ADOPTION O F CONSTITUTION— 
Gen. Jose Gervaslo Artigas, a celebrat­ 
ed Uruguayan liberator, was the first to 
lead 
a 
movement 
for 
independence. 
Though his efforts aided in that direction, 
he was unsuccessful, his downfall coming 
in 1820. 
Commencing with this 
period, 
the territory was called Panda 
Oriental, 
and was latch incorporated with the King­ 
dom of Portugal and Brazil, under 
the 
name of the Cispontine Province. 
This 
arrangement lasted five years, and anoth­

declaration 
of 
independence 
was 
framed. 
The. new declaration incorporat­ 
ed adherence to the United Provinces of 
La Plata, which is now the Republic 
of 
Argentina.

But, since every­ 
one seems to be choosing up sides for and 
against him, this is a pretty good time to 
try to see what sort of fellow he really is.

It may seem strange, but one of 
the 
basic psychological facts about the Presi­ 
dent, and the central fact about Jimmy, 
is a curious personal isolation.

The office of register of deeds 
will be abolished effective January 
I, when the term of the present

Olson, 
ex­ 
pires. 
Work of the office will be 
handled by the county clerk. Peter 
A. LeClaire is now county clerk. 
Petitioners Scored 
Members 
of 
the 
board 
who 
signed the petition calling for the 
special meeting were scored by 
Carl B. Johnson when he brought 
the session to order. 
“I think it 
is a shame that we should spend 
the taxpayers’ money this way,” 
he declared, “when the move was 
passed by almost a two-thirds ma­ 
jority at the regular meeting. 
It 
is not efficient business to spend 
money this way.” 
The chairman called upon the 
petitioners, one by one, to give 
their reasons for requesting the 
special 
meeting. 
Those 
signing 
the petition were Omer Tanguay 
of Bark River, Jerry Fenlon of 
Ford River, Wesley Anderson of 
Bay de Noc township, Elmer La-

from combining it with that of the 
county clerk. 
“A mortgage w'hich 
is not tax exempt and on which 
taxes are unpaid might go throgh 
the office without being checked,” 
lie said, “ resulting in a substan­ 
tial loss in revenue to the county.” 
He told of a recent mortgage on 
•which taxes of $12,000 were un­ 
paid and which went through the 
off ices of several registers of deeds 
before coming to Delta county.

owner means the making of many 
photographs. 
Primarily, they are 
intended to record vacation adven­ 
tures which will be relived as the 
photo album is brought out during 
long 
winter 
evenings. 
But 
the 
same subject material may serve 
as well for making exhibiion prints, 
or photographs which can be sold 
to various publications. 
Unfortunately, the usual practice 
is to make the vacation exposures 
in a rather haphazard fashion. The 
antics of companions 
or 
newly- 
made friends may be caught by the 
camera, and scenes may 
be 
re­ 
corded with enough fidelity to make 
them instantly recognizable to one 
who has seen them before, but it 
is seldom that a picture Is produced 
that a stranger can enjoy looking 
at. 
The same subject matter, granted 
a little more thought before the 
exposure Is made, will result In a 
much more desirable collection of 
vacation pictures. 
Subject Should Dom inate 
When looking through the finder 
the photographer should bear in 
mind that one subject should be 
dominant 
It can be made so sim­ 
ply by virture of its greater size 
In comparison to other subjects— 
by moving the camera close to it 
before taking the picture—or by 
contrast, placing a 
dark 
subject 
against a light background or a 
light subject against a dark back­ 
ground. 
"Doing something” pictures are 
much more interesting than lifeless 
shots In which the subject stands 
or Just sits. 
A bit of action livens 
up the picture and gives it more 
"punch’*—and It also helps to get 
more 
natural 
pictures 
of 
your 
friends as they are more likely to 
relax and be themselves if you give 
them something to do than they 
are if you Just stand them up look­ 
ing into the lens and say, "Smile, 
please.” 
Backgrounds are important fea­ 
tures of pictures that easily escape 
the photographer’s attention. 
The 
human eye generally 
sees 
only 
what the mind is conscious of, and 
a telephone pole or tree that is 
unnoticed while a picture Is being 
taken may be discovered popping 
up out of the subject’s head on the

The eye is able to 
discriminate, choosing what it will 
notice and what it will overlook, 
but the camera is a mechanical de­ 
vice that records everything with­ 
in Its range. 
Details often escaping the pho­ 
tographer’s eye will turn out to be 
clearly recorded in the finished pic­ 
ture. 
The photographer must cul­ 
tivate a “camera eye’’—to look at 
a picture set-up as the camera w'ill 
record it before he releases the 
shutter. 
Lighting Important 
“How is the lighting?” is a ques­ 
tion the photographer should al­ 
ways consider before making an 
exposure. 
It should not be too 
flat, with the sun shining directly 
into the subject’s face, nor should 
it be directly from one side so that 
it leaves half the face 
in 
dark 
shadow. 
Black shadows beneath 
hat brims and under eyebrows can 
be avoided by using a newspaper 
or/other reflecting material below 
the subject's head where it will not 
appear In the picture but where it 
will throw up enough light to keep 
those shadows from becoming too 
black. 
Highlight 
and 
shadow is 
necessary to get modeling in the 
subject’s face, but too great con­ 
trast leaves it black and white. 
On a bright day a picture taken 
in the shade may be preferable to 
one made in the sunlight. 
Patchy 
sunlight such as that under trees 
should be avoided, as the shadow 
of a leaf on the subject’s face may 
print black, 
A good habit for the photogra­ 
pher to form Is to check over the 
factors which go into the making 
of a good picture before he releases 
the shutter. 
The pose of the sub­ 
ject, 
background, lighting, focus, 
exposure and the angle from which 
the shot is made should ali be con­ 
sidered as a matter of course. 
By 
thinking of these 
factors 
before 
making each of his vacation pic­ 
tures, the suapshooter will be re­ 
warded with better pictures for his 
album, gaining the satisfaction of 
having done a good job, and of own­ 
ing pictures that will be of Interest 
to anyone who picks them up.

The derby racers 
are 
gravity- 
powered cars built by 
the 
boys 
themselves. 
Rules set certain re­ 
strictions on weight 
and 
dimen­ 
sions and specify certain types of 
wheels and brakes, the main pur­ 
pose of these restrictions being to 
assure safety for drivers and on­ 
lookers and equal opportunity to 
iAll boys regardless of their fami­ 
lie s ’ circumstances. 
No car may 
cost more than $5 to build and no 
'adult may assist in its construction 
except by giving advice. 
Profes- 
jsionally-built cars or entries involv­ 
in g welding, metal lathe work or 
'other processes beyond the average 
boy's capacity, are disqualified. 
The Soap Box Derby idea is the 
’“brain child” of Myron E. Scott, a 
'newspaper photographer at Dayton, 
Ohio. 
Early in 1933, when on an 
'assignment for his paper, he came 
across a group of young boys scoot­ 
ing down a Dayton hill in home­ 
made miniature automobiles, Scott 
took a few minutes off from his 
‘assignment to watch the fun, and 
,the eagerness and enthusiasm of 
•the youngsters fired his imagina­ 
tion. 
He went back to his office 
‘and sold his managing editor the 
idea of sponsoring a 
Soap 
Box 
Derby for the boys of Dayton. 
Several weeks later, under Scott’s 
direction, the first organized Soap 
Bob Derby was run off as a pro­ 
motion of the Dayton Daily News. 
The event attracted wide interest 
.in Dayton and surrounding cities 
Its popularity convinced Scott of 
the possibilities of a 
Soap 
Box 
Derby on a national scale 
He took 
his idea to Chevrolet whose officials 
were immediately interested. 
Scott and Chevrolet went to work 
•early in 1934, enlisting the coopera­ 
tion of leading newspapers through­ 
out the United States in a country­ 
wide coaster race event for the 
approaching summer. The response 
was instantaneous. Some 34 papers 
sponsored the event locally and the 
national finals were held at Day­ 
ton. 
Approximate 45,000 specta- 
’tora gathered at the track to watch 
the miniature racers. In 1935 there 
were 52 city champions competing 
and in 1936, 116 local races were 


held. 
Last year the 
total 
was 
boosted to 120. A like number are 
to stage derbies this summer in 
preparation for the All-American 
Soap Box Derby at Akron on Aug­ 
ust 14. 
The derby gives the youngsters 
excellent training in the construc­ 
tion of an automobile and also pro­ 
vides an opportunity to win valu­ 
able prizes. 
The grand prize for 
the national champion is a four- 
year college scholarship. 
A fine list of prizes will be award­ 
ed winners in the Escanaba Derby. 
The first ten entries will receive 
tickets to the U. P. State Fair. This 
is in addition to regular prizes. 
The complete list of prizes will be 
published soon.

Bark River super­ 
visor, reported yesterday that poi­ 
son bran bait has helped the farm­ 
ers to hold the worms in check in 
a number of instances. Tho poison 
bait may be obtained through coun­ 
ty supervisors, or at the mixing sta­ 
tion at Anderson 
brothers’ 
mill.

Supervisors Informed 
Delta county supervisors, in ses­ 
sion yesterday, wore informed by 
Wenner as to the measures which 
should be taken to keep the worms 
In cheek. 
Farmers who find the 
pests on their land are advised to 
contact their supervisors for ald 
in curbing them. 
“There are two main methods of 
control.” Wenner told the super­ 
visors. “by poison bait or by furrow­ 
ing around them.” 
In all cases It 
is advisable to play a furrow around 
the area In which the pests ara dis­ 
covered. with the dirt thrown in 
towards the worms. This will keep 
the forms from spreading to the 
rest of the crops. 
Worms within 
the furrowed area may he killed 
off bv using the poison bran bait. 
which is ordinarily used for grass­ 
hoppers, by spreading it at the rate 
of 45 pounds per acre. 
Wenner reports that ho is now 
two days behind schedule in an­ 
swering calls on army worms and 
urges farmers to consult their su­ 
pervisors on methods of control.

The dear old boobs read with 
dismay and regret the news that 
doctors had ordered the serpent- 
tongued old Irishman to his bed 
just before his birthday on July 
2 6 and had told him to stop talk­ 
ing, because the more G. B. S. 
razzes the dear old 
boobs 
the 
more they love it. 
Americans have had fun 
re­ 
membering those 
many 
insults 
that their self-appointed 
“God” 
had leveled at them these many 
years. 
The thought 
that 
they 
might never again cringe under 
the lash of the Shavian invective 
was strangely not a 
comforting 
one. 
They remembered that 
radio 
message back In 1931 when the 
Great Man greeted his American 
adorers with this: 
“ How are all 
you dear old boobs?” And later 
on in the same talk he said: 
"I 
am not an American, but I am the 
next worst thing, an Irishman.” 
He has been much meaner than 
that, of course, but most Ameri­ 
cans 
thought 
those 
comments 
made a pretty god nutshell 
for 
Shaw’s much-publicized contempt 
for them. 
After 
being 
called 
“ boobs.” 
they 
went 
out 
and 
bought more S h a w books and at­ 
tended more Shaw 
plays 
than 
ever before. 
For a long time Shaw’s favor­ 
ite remarks were. “Americans are 
savages,’’ and 
“Americans 
are 


idiots.” 
This did not Jibe so well with 
his oft-repeated declaration that 
Americans worshiped 
him 
and 
smothered him with 
adoration, 
but he was never the one to be 
stopped by such a small detail. 
“ In America I am a God,” he 
would say and let It go at that. 
One of his pet theories for a 
long time was the belief that Am­ 
ericans were 
becoming 
Indians 
again. 
"The red flkin of the Indian was 
doubtless due to climatic effects,” 
he said in 1930. 
“You have the 
same climate. 
Your skins 
are 
getting redder and redder. Ulti­ 
mately it will probably be neces­ 
sary to classify you as redskins.” 
Shaw used to profess a great 
fear of America. 
He 
said 
he 
would never visit that 
“wilder­ 
ness.” 
He was scared 
of 
two 
things: Al Capone and the possi­ 
bility that he would be elected 
President. 
But in 1933 he did pay the dear 
old boobs a visit. 
He went east 
from London, arriving in the U. 
S. by way of California. 
There 
he Bad a lot of fun insulting mo­ 
vie stars and making everyone 
else feel uncomfortable at the big 
affairs thrown for him. 
He in­ 
sulted practically everybody and 
got the best of them all— until he 
encountered a bunch of 
photog­ 
raphers In New York. 
Those gantlemeq paid no atten-, 
tion at all to his Instructions aa to 
how his picture should be taken 
— and very little attention to Mr. 
Shaw. 
Shaw swore— he dislikes 
swearing— and then resorted 
to 
violence.

The Small Home 


Principles That Govern 
Its Development 


Public interest in the produc­ 
tion of dwelling suitable and with­ 
in a rental or purchase range of 
the majority of families in this 
country is becoming increasingly 
■widespread. 
A 
good 
house 
at 
whatever price can be produced 
only by the combination of good 
architecture, well selected materi­ 
als and honest building. 
The small house never has been 
and should not be a large house 
compressed and trimmed dowrn. 
The small house should be created 
not by determining what may be 
left out of the larger house but by 
analyzing the essential functional 
requirements of the home that is 
to be built, starting with the bar­ 
est necessities and expanding as 
the circumstances permit. 
In the design 
of 
small, 
low- 
priced houses, the principles of 
plan, efficiency, economical use of 
materials and proper equipment, 
important in any class of building, 
become paramount. 
Every square 
foot of space, every odd corner, 
every length of pipe, every shingle 
that can be eliminated must be 
saved. 
At the same time, econo­ 
mies and efficiencies must not be 
obtained at a sacrifice of substan­ 
tial construction or of minimum 
standards 
for 
convenience 
and 
comfort. 
Thus the planning of the small 
house becomes a real art,— lim­ 


ited by the necessity for low cost 
yet very exacting In its requier- 
ments 
for 
proper arrangement 
and good design. 


WIDE CORNICES 


If your house has a wide cornice 
or a wide overhanging roof, it 
would probably be a good thing 
to reduce the overhang. 
These 
wide cornices or overhangs were 
often put on small houses during 
the past several years and many 
are out of scale with the size of 
the building. 
They are really too 
heavy a feature to put into small 
houses. 
This particularly applies 
to houses of English or Colonial 
tradition, where the close cornice 
is a part of the design.

The Story Behind a 90th Anniversary 


T h e first AP foreign correspondent entered Europe in 1866. Today, American-trained reporters 
everywhere cover and cable every piece of foreign nrvt> to New York for relay over the vast 
wire network of number papers. One correspondent penetrates the Ethiopian war lone; another 
turns delivery man to reach the Duke of ^ indsor and his bride in their guarded chateau. 


Thousands of automatic machines rush al! the new s to svaiting 
front p*»ges. I he machines ntver stop; the offices never close. 
I brough the greatest transit lesion feat of modern times, 
W IREPH O TO machines als* send pictures over parallel cir­ 
cuits. Thus, news and picture now ride the wires side by side 
destined to reach millions of new spaper readers only minutes 
after any event, anywhere. 


Photographic history was made during 
as late as 1890, papers considered news pictures a fad. Now, hundreds of cameramen risk their 
lives in perilous places, side bv side with reporters. In war-torn Ethiopia, one cameraman follows 
the troops; another rides a steel cable for his pictures of a domestic disaster. 


Fixed bayonets sweep Nippon’s flag into a shell-smashed Chinese village. . . . Lights 
burn at IO Downing Street while Britain grapples with an empire crisis.. . . An heiress 
elopes with a hog caller.. . . The Department of Justice uncovers a new nest of inter­ 
national spies . . . and even as these events occur detailed accounts stream over 285,000 miles of 
Associated Press news wires to 1,400 member newspapers all over the nation. 


Do you know the 90-year story of this AP? 


In 1900 AP's maximum news output was 15,000 words a day to 612 
members. Today 1,400 member newspapers are linked in a 285,000 
mile wire network which transmits 200,000 words every 24 hours. 


Once the AP staff was a mere handful. Today 100,000 men and wo­ 
men, directly or indirectly, help gather and transmit each day’s report. 
Once £10,000 covered A P ’s budget. Today it exceeds £10,000,000 
annually, yet the organization makes no profits, declares no dividends. 


In every country, in every state, news bureaus operate. In virtually 
every hamlet on the globe there is a correspondent. Bureau staffs 
range from a single reporter to as many as 500 employes. 


All this is a far cry from Topliff’s primitive day. Not the least of 
today's wonders is W irephoto, which transmits AP pictures from 
coast to coast with the speed of light. 


A Board of Directors, composed of eighteen publishers, is responsible 
to the membership. In active charge of the world-wide organization 
is the General Manager. Throughout newspaperdom he is familiarly 
known as The Managing Editor of The W orld.' 


Over an ever-widening web, news hummed across the nation. The San Francisco earth­ 
quake occurred in 1906. The auto around w hich the AP news staff congregated is out­ 
moded today, but it was ultra-modern then. Now even foreign correspondents use the latest 
method of transportation—the airplane. 


No matter where news breaks—a reporter is there to get the story. . . . Tireless reporters 
and editors work at candle-lighted desks in darkened flood areas. They're equally alert at 
political conventions. Coverage of elections is so accurate that the government accepts AP's 
findings w eeks in advance of the official count. 


Twenty-seven Presidents ago, young Sam Topliff braved Boston's dark 
harbor in a rowboat to report on one of the encounters out of which grew 
the War of 1812. In 1828, sailing sloops replaced row boats and raced each 
other to deliver news. Still later, carrier pigeons became news hawks. 


On a black November night in 1811 young Samuel Topliff shoved his rowboat into Boston 
harbor to learn the cause of distant cannonading. His perilous trip—-guns of a British fleet were 
sounding the prelude to the W ar of 1812— was the first systematic attempt to gather news. 


Out of that plucky beginning grew the first important news gathering organization, founded 
in 1848. It was called The Associated Press. The year 1938 marked the 90th anniversary of 
that name in newspaperdom. 


In Topliff’s time there were few daily newspapers; they printed little news because they had no 
way of obtaining it. There were no big cities, no telegraph, telephone, oceanic cable, wireless. 


A s the country grew, mechanical means for transmitting news developed apace with a mount­ 
ing demand for public information. The years, however, showed one potential flaw in the early 
news gathering system. It was a proprietary commercial organization and there was the danger 
that private interests might prostitute the news for personal profit. 


One far-sighted publisher, Victor Lawson of the Chicago Daily News, recognized this peril. 
Staunch believer in the need for an uncontrolled press, he led what has become known as “ The 
Revolution of 1893.” This ended the old private news monopoly. In 
its place, Lawson and his allies set up the new Associated Press— 
first and only world-wide, non-profit, cooperative news gathering 
organization, dedicated to ideals of accuracy and impartiality. 


Next came pony express to connect New York and Washington, with 24 
horses racing night and day. They galloped woodland trails, swam river:.

And although Dr. G oebbels’s pro­ 
paganda m achine was very busy 
thundering aw ay at Czechoslova­ 
kia, it took enough tim e to sneer 
at the United States. 
German new spapers pointed out 
that im m ediately after 
speaking

th® President of the United States 
reviewed the American fleet. The 
Hamburger Frem denblatt went so 
far as to say that “in the United 
States open agitation for armed 
conflict enjoys the unlim ited sup­ 
port of the decisive authorities.” 
Perhaps the best answer to the 
charge that this country is openly 
agitating for armed conflict is the 
fact that we are one of the satis­ 
fied powers, content to keep what 
we have and steadily relinquish­ 
ing control over such places 
as 
Cuba, Haiti, Nicaragua, Panama, 
San Domingo and the Philippine 
Islands. Can anyone im agine how 
Germany would have reacted if 
Czechoslovakia 
had 
confiscated 
the property of all Reich Germans 
doing business 
there? 
Would 
Adolf H itler have been as patient 
as President R oosevelt has been 
with Mexico? 
History also records that it was 
th® United States which launched 
the first successful world confer­ 
ence for the reduction of 
arm a­ 
ment. 
At W ashington in 1922 
the leading naval powers agreed 
to a decisive reduction in estab­ 
lished naval arm am ents. 
The ef­ 
fort which was begun there was 
continued at Geneva 
and 
was 
painfully working its way toward 
som e m easure of success when it 
WM finally sabotaged by 
Adoir 
H itler in 1983. 
Since then 
the 
policy of force which guides Ger­ 
many, Italy and Japan has made 
rearm am ent essential for 
every 
self-respecting nation. 
The totalitarian 
state

sents a system and a philosophy 
of force. 
Dictators can only live 
in an atmosphere of force.

STORIES 
IN STAMPS 
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Father of American 
Constitution 


CONSTITUTIONS and congresses 
^ were the concern of James 
Madison for nearly all of his ex* 
tremely busy life. 
He first be* 
came a zealous student of govern­ 
ment in his college days in New 
Jersey, at what is now Princeton 
University. His last public serv­ 
ice was in the Virginia Constitu­ 
tional Convention of 1820. 
In the momentous intervening 
years, Madison served in the Vir­ 
ginia legislature, the Continental 
Congress, the Constitutional Con­ 
vention of 1787 at Philadelphia, 
the new Congress, was secretary 
of state under Jefferson and Anally 
was elected fourth President of the 
United States. 
So this energetic^ little man 
grew to become a foundation 
stone in American constitutional 
problems. 
In the convention at 
Philadelphia he Introduced the 
Virginia plan and rendered such 
efficient and brilliant service gen­ 
erally that his associates called 
him the Father of the Constitu­ 
tion. 
It was Madison who pro­ 
posed 
the 
original 
resolutions 
calling for the creation of the de­ 
partments 
of 
state, 
war 
and 
treasury. Likewise he proposed a 
series of amendments to the Con­ 
stitution, advocated by the states, 
out of which were drafted the flrat 
IO amendments.

ACTION OF BASS 
LURE IS POINT 


Effectiveness Of Plug, 
Wobbler, Rind Depend 
On Reeling 


BY OZARK RIPLEY 
There are in the offerings of 
wooden lures, or plugs as they are 
now 
beet 
known, 
surface, semi- 
underwater, and underwater. Their 
attraction for game fishes comes 
from the manner in which they dis­ 
port themselves when reeled. The 
shapes of the head of the bait is 
what gives 
it its 
action. 
Many 
have a quick short wiggling return 
caused by the drooping metal plate 
of the head encountering water re­ 
sistance. Another type gets its ac­ 
tion from the grove in its head. 
The standard weight of plugs is 
usually 5-8 ounce. 
The finish on 
these 
plugs 
represent 
minnow 
colors or contrasts in colorations 
which have the 
same 
effect 
on 
. game fish—for some reason effect­ 
ing a desire to strike it. An angler 
should carry a good assortment of 
colors and types. 
One kind very 
popular at present is the Jointed 
variety which conveys a minnow­ 
like action. 
Many of the standard 
varieties of plus are made in both 
and 5-8 ounce sizes. 
Some even 
heavier for muskies and other very 
large 
game 
fish. 
Most 
wooden 
plugs serve Just as well for trolling 
as they do in bait casting. 
Pork Rind Effective 
The metal wobblers now made 
for bass fishermen take on various 
shapes. 
They have proven their 
worth most everywhere. 
They are 
In large and small sizes accommo­ 
dating whipping or stiff action bait 
casting rods. 
The metal finishes, 
nickel, silver, gold or copper, Beem 
to strike the fancy of bass. 
They 
are made also In different stripe 
color effects on one side, and either 
copper or nickel finish on the other. 
They can be fished very deep lf 
reeled slowly, or clone to surface 
lf reeled fast. 
Adding a Jerk to 
them every new and then while 
reeling adds to their killing powers. 
Once 
at 
Recoiler 
Falls 
on the 
French river while using one with 
a white stripe In the center of the 
red side. I hooked end landed a 
large trout while casting for bass. 
How this fellow found his way to 
this place, no one knows. 
No bait caster ought to go on a 
long 
trip 
without taking 
along 
some pork rind minnows and pork 
rind stlpa which can be used to ad­ 
vantage with most any make and 
shape of spoon. 
And it is oppor­ 
tune to Bay that while anglers use 
most every kind of spoon or spin­ 
ner for pork rind, feathered or hair 
files, 
the old dependable fluted 
spoon such as our daddies used 
with treble bucktail or feathered 
flies la still as attractive as ever 
for large or email mouth bass.

On Turtle Damage

How 
much 
damage turtles are doing to the 
fish life in lakes in the southern 
part of the state is a question which 
both lay fishermen and fish re­ 
searchers and culturists would like 
answered. 
As a result, a turtle census has 
.beeqn underway this season on a 
number of lakes. 
During the first 
part of the census, examination 
was made of lakes In Washtenaw. 
Oakland, Yan Buren and Allegan 
counties, with particular attention 
paid to evidence of turtle raids on 
fish nests. 
The census is being 
financed cooperatively by the Amer­ 
ican Wildlife Institute, the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan Museums and the 
department of conservation. 


White Bass Are 
Providing Anglers 
With Great Sport 


The 
white 
bass 
is 
found 
throughout the Great Lakes 
re­ 
gion from the St. 
Lawrence 
to 
Manitoba, an dsouth in the Mis­ 
sissippi valley to 
the 
Ouachita 
river in Arkansas. 
It is generally 
abundant in the Great Lakes, rare 
in the Mississippi basin. 
It does 
not occur in salt water, but fre­ 
quents the deep, still w aters 
of 
the lakes. 
The white bass is one of the 
most gregarious of fresh 
water 
fishes. 
During the hot sum m er 
weather great schools of 
these 
fish may be seen traveling along 
the surface of the w ater In a zig­ 
zag course, their heads and half 
of their bodies out of water. At 
these times they 
furnish 
great 
sport to the fisherman, as they 
will often strike and fight vicious­ 
ly when hooked. 
The young of this species 
is* 
singularly solitary while the adult 
fish travel in schools 
of 
great 
numbers. 
They inhabit deep wa­ 
ter off sand bars except during 
the spawning season, when they 
ascend the rivers to 
lay 
their 
eggs. 
The spawning 
season 
is 
generally during the early part of 
May, depending on the water tem­ 
peratures. 
When the eggs are 
laid the fish return to deep wa­ 
ters. 
The young, when hatched, 
rem ail in shallow water.

Duck Season To Be 
Longer, October I 
Until November 14 


Washington, 
July 20 (A>)—The 
biological survey announced today 
It would increase by 15 days the 
hunting season this fall on ducks 
and other migratory fowl. 
The season will start that much 
earlier on ducks, geese, jackpine 
and coot. 
This will allow a 45 day 
season Instead of the 30 days per­ 
mitted the last three years. 
The earlier and longer hunting 
was authorized in an 
order 
ap­ 
proved by the president and Secre­ 
tary Wallace and based upon a 
bureau investigation of water-fowl 
conditions. 
The order prescribed the season 
for ducks, geese, 
jacksnipe 
and 
coot in northern zone (Maine, Mich­ 
igan. Minnesota, New Hampshire. 
North Dakota, South Dakota. Ver­ 
mont and Wisconsin) as October I 
to November 14.

H ere's a tip on bass getting th at 
really works. 
W hen you find the 
fish not inclined to strike and fol­ 
lowing your bait almost up to the 
boat, have your fishing partner 
cast near your bait just about the 
time it is twenty feet away as you 
retrieve, it is surprising how often 
the old bronze boys will hit

new bait as It strikes the water.

It will be interesting for water­ 
fowl hunters, who have ju st learn­ 
ed of the relaxing of regulations 
for the coming shooting season, 
to know that the sale 
of 
Duck 
Stamps for the

193 7-38 was greater 
than 
any 
other year, 75 7,000 stam ps beiug 
sold. 
The year before 
603.(T23 
stam ps were taken out by duck 
hunters and the year 
preceding 
that, 1934-35, the total number 
sold was 63 5.001. 
This indicates 
that there is a general impression 
among sportsmen th a t waterfowl 
are on the increase. 
It has been 
estimated that between 15

25 percent more ducks returned 
North this season than last year 
and last year showed an increase 
over the preceding year.

words by hum an beings, began a 
study of word-recognition among 
their canine four-legged 
friends 
some months ago. 
His own six 
dogs were the first 
objects 
of 
study. 
Vary a Lot 
“ If you have 
been 
belittling 
your own dog’s vocabulary,” Dr. 
Funk admonishes, “just write out 
the words to which he will 
re­ 
spond and you will doubtless be 
surprised at the num ber of them 
he knows.” 
W ith the assistance of a Holly­ 
wood dog trainer, the lexicograph­ 
er came to the 
conclusion 
that 
trick dogs can be taught upwards 
of 250 words. 
An ordinary toy­ 
ing mongrel, he found, somehow 
will pick up ten or more words. 
Sm artest of his own six dogs is 
a m iniature French poodle with a 
vocabulary of 
m ore 
than 
IOO 
words. 
Second place went to a 
“ m u tt” with a vocabulary of 85 
words, although the four 
other 
Funk dogs were pedigreed ani­ 
mals. He described his loquacious 
“ m u tt” as half-hound, half police 
dog. 
Careful W ith “ O ut” 
Dr. Funk said a pomeranian in 
the sextet loses no tim e in show­ 
ing he understands

pert Hughes,

found that he had to be careful

when they hear the word,” he ex­ 
plained. 
Ten Moat Common 
Several years ago 
Dr. 
Funk, 
who is also a poet, picked as the 
ten most beautiful words “ dawn, 
hush, lullaby, m urm uring, tran ­ 
quil, mist, luminous, chimes, gol­ 
den and melody” and brought up­ 
on himself a lot of rough 
com­ 
ment from the late Ring Lardner, 
Fannie Hurst, 
Dorothy

and other literati.

The White House— 
Symbol of America 


A 
TOP-HATTED 
distinguished 
^ company laid the cornerstone 
of the White House on Oct. 13, 
1792. 300th anniversary of the 
landing of Columbus in America. 
But George Washington, who had 
first visualized the site aa the fu­ 
ture home of the government of 
the nation, was unable to attend. 
He missed a gala day, for the 
White House was to be the city’* 
first public building. The design 
of the White House proper and the 
terraces is said to have been sug­ 
gested by that of the Duke of 
Leinster's palace in Dublin. It it 
the classic style of architecture. 
The exterior walls are built of 
light gray Virginia sandstone and 
were first painted white in the 
course of reconatruction after the 
fire in 1815.
